« Since  my  arrival  at  this  place,  there 
have  been  feveral  reports  made  to  mri  S 
Grifwo'.di  our  afling  governor,  by  In- 
dian traders  from  different  parts  of  the 
country  of  the  frequent  fecret  councils 
held  by  the  Indians  under  the  pretence 
of  pairing  laws  to  oblige  their  own  peo- 
ple to  become  fober  and  induflrious,  by 
apjlying  their  time  m improving  lands, 
and  living  after  the  manner  of  the 
white  people  ; but  knowing  their  prac- 
tice of  diffimulation  and  treachery,  we 
were  fufpicious  that  their  meetings,  were 
to  concert  meafures  to  ifiake  an  Incur- 
fion  into  the  country — plunder  the  in- 
habitants and  then  retire-  This  occa- 
fioned  a fenfe  of  danger  to  fpread  a- 
mongE  the  people.  But  altho  thistime- 
Iv  notice  has  been  given,  I fear  we  have 
been  deficient  in  providing  againft  the 
dangers  to  which  from  the  remote  fit- 
iiation  of  this  place  we  are  particularly 
expofed.  The  vaft  extent  of  the  froii- 
tiers  the  fcattcred  fuuation  of  the  Coun- 
try, make  me  fCar  that  the  inhabitants 
who  are  not  under  the  immediate  pro- 
teftion  of  the  fort,  will  find  their  refif- 
tance  ineffeAual. 

“ I have  deferred  writing  you  on  this 
ftibjea  before,  for  fear  of  giving  an  un- 
iiecelTary  a'lnn,  not  being  fuHicicntly 
alTured  of  the  truth  of  the  reports— We 
are  now  no  longer  in  doiibt,  that  the 
Indians  are  pre^ring  to  commence  war 
agaiiifl  the  United  StateSj  and  we  dai- 
ly  expefl  an  attack  at  this  place.  We 
arc  well  informed  that  they  have  an
